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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is respectfully submitted that Melles-Griot's 
teaching is not contradictory to the objective of Kubota, but it is actually supportive. Kubota's main purpose is to limit the amount of light 
Ps that goes into the narrow angle forward illummination so that it does not directly illuminate the incoming automoble (lines 34-41, col. 
3). One way to achieve this is to use a highly absorptive holder for the polarizer, as taught by Melles-Griot, so that said light does not get 
reflected/scattered by the holder into the forward direction. In other words, Melles-Griot's teaching of using a highly absorptive holder 
offers an alternative solution to Kubota's problem (where the unwanted light is illuminated at a wide angle, away from the incoming 
traffic). 
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
